Maj. Franco's Story. 

‘From Cape St. Vincent to the 
Azores was an uninterrupted lay- 
er of clouds above which he had 
to fly and later another cloud 
layer formed above us. The in- 
tended time of arrival at the 
Azores was 9 a. m., Greenwich 
meridian time (3 a. m. St. Louis 
time) on the 22nd, but a strong 
wind which we were unable to 
forsee or check in flight caused 
us to pass over the Azores during 
the dark.” 

“At dawn we took the longitude 
by the sun which showed that we 
were to the southwestward of the 
/zores. We therefore flew through 
landed to econo- 
mize fuel and examine the situa- 
tion. 

“We checked our position and 
took off, shaping a course (for 
Kayal, but owing to a strong head- 
wind we ran out of gasoline about 
40 miles from that point. A strong 
northeasterly wind drifted 
the south and on the following 
day, the 23rd, we were about 100 
miles from Fayal’’. 

“The wind shifted to the south- 
west, reaching gale force and 
drifted us toward the Island of 
Santa Maria. From the 24th to 
the 27th ‘winds of varying force 
and direction drifted us about. On 
the morning of the 27th, the sit- 
uation was extremely dangerous on 
account of wind and sea conditions. 

Engines Behaved Well. 

“At dawn on the 29th the air- 
craft-carrier Eagle found us in the 
vicinity of Santa Maria and took 
us on board. The behavior of the 
aircraft and engines was magni- 
ficent.”’ 

The four airmen left Alcazaras 
airdrome, Cartagena, Spain, at 
4:50 p. m. (9:50 a. m. St. Louis 
time) Friday of last week. They 
passed over Cadiz and last were

The Spanish Ministry of State 
made the announcement first, stat- 
ing it had received a message from 
the Spanish Consul at Gibraltar 
that the Eagle had picked up the 
missing aviators and was bringing 
them to Gibraltar. 

The Consul's message merely 
said: “Franco and companions 
picked up alive by Eagle near 
Azores. Coming to Gibraltar.” 

“We are all right. Kind regards 
and embraces. 

(Signed) “RAMON FRANCO.” 

That was the message which 
Franco sent from the Eagle to the 
commanding officer of the air port 
of Alcazares. 

Later messages from London 
said the British Admiralty had an- 
nounced the Eagle nad found the 
missing men, all well.

Says One Note Produced 
at $250,000 Breach of 
Promise Trial in Chicago.

CHICAGO, June 29.—Franklin 
S. Hardinge, 62-year-old oil burner 
manufacturer, attempted to show 
by testimony today that Ann Liv- 
ingston, a Tulsa (Ok.) divorcee, 
was not so much interested in him- 
self and motherhood as she was 
in the millions she supposed he 


had. 

Miss Livingston is suing for 
$250,000 because he refused to 
marry her after she had refused to 
sign a prenuptial agreement. 

Attorneys for Hardinge attempt- 
ed to make significant the fact 
that Ann, after writing many let- 
ters to the effect that she wanted 
a home and children, failed to be- 
come enthusiastic when Hardinge 
showed her his infant grandson. 

“She was standing six feet away 
from my daughter, Helen, and her 
baby,” said Hardinge, “‘when I in- 
troduced them. I asked her if she 
didn't want to go closer and see 
the baby. She answered: ‘Oh, ] 
can see him well enough from 
here.’ ” 

Miss Livingston’s attorneys. ob- 
jected strenuously when the _ de- 
tense attempted to have Hardinge 
relate the result of a physical ex- 
amination of her by a life insur- 
ance company. The objection was 
sustained. 

Letters read at the trial yes- 

terday started with the salutation 
“My Dear Mr. Hardinge’ and ad- 
vanced through “Dear Franklin” 
to “My Own Darling.’ 
The letters also indicated that 
the young woman did not quit her 
secretarial job in Tulsa and come 
to Chicago because of $200 in 
debts, Although she wrote in one 
of the epistles that she _ disliked 
having her gray-haired suitor pay- 
ing the debts, a later letter thanked 
him for a check. 

“Your letter was a sweet toni. 
in which you told of a love song 
being sung to you over the radio, 
and of your relaying it to me,” she 
wrote. “Your money can arrive 
any time now.” 

Miss Livingston sat with her 
head back and cyes closed to listen 
to the letters. Hardinge tapped the 
rail of the witness stand. 

“My own dearest, you 
imagine how I am scheming 
come to Chicago,” she wrote in one 
of the carly letters. And again: 
“Why, of course, I would love you 
dearly if I was there with you. 
You thrill me. What a dream it 
all seems.” Again: “You bet you 
can call me sweetheart—it won't 
make me mad. I’m almost con- 
vinced that you really do care a 
little bit.” 

When attorneys could not agree 
whether Ann wrote “heaps of 
kisses’ or “hugs and kisses” at 
the end of one letter, she obliging- 
ly tooked at it and told them it was 
“hugs and kisses.’’ Then she leaned 
back and closed her eyes again. 

“I can be happy and gay once 
more,” she told Hardinge after the 
check came. Then: “I am hoping 
against hope to find my peace and 
joy there with you. I want you to 
teach and guide me. My heart is 
all aflutter and I dance as I go 
along.” 

Just before making the trip to 
Chicago she wrote: “Gee, how it 
will tee: not to be getting up at 
6:45 o'clock in the morning and 
lighting the firc.” 

Defense attorneys are attempting 
to show by the letters that Ann 
was the aggressor—that she delib- 
erately set her cap for the gray- 
haired manufacturer and hinted 
him into a proposal of MATTING.

Thompson Reports Can- 
celed Checks for Two 
Years, Besides Many 
Vouchers Are Missing. 


50 TEACHERS

Declares Santas Do No t 
Show Competitive Bids | 
for Supplies — Superin- 
tendent Makes Reply.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 29. — 
Criticism of the Mussouri School 
for the Blind at St. Louis and rec- 
ommendations for changes in the 
manner of operating the institution 
are contained in an auditor's re- 
port made public today by State 
Auditor L. D. Thompson. The per- 
iod from 1923 to 1928 is covered by 
the audit. 

One of the recommendations was 
that all supplies be purchased on 
a competitive basis as required by 
law. The auditors said no record 
that competitive bids were received 
could be found, 

Paid vouchers 
school were not 
many were missing, 
the report. 

The entire set of canceled checks 
for the years 1926-27 also was 
missing. The auditors recommend- 
ed changes to correct that practice. 
Another recommendation was that 
the school stop paying $4.50 a 
month to the matron for her tele- 
phone. 

The auditors also found teachers 
and employes, numbering about 50, 
were housed and fed at the school. 

“This does not appear in accord- 
ance with the law,” said the report. 
“It would seem that 50 teachers 
and employes to care for and 
teach 100 pupils is out of propor- 
tion.” 

Many of the practices complain- 
ed of by the auditors were attri- 
buted by them to the failure of the 
board of managers to function 
properly. The auditors said the 
records showed members did not 
attend the regular monthly meet- 
ings and some rarely attended. 


Superintendent Green Answers 
Criticism of Auditor. 

S. M. Green, superintendent of 
the School for the Blind, expressed 
surprise when told of the nature 
of the report today. His only ex- 
planation of the missing vouchers 
and canceled checks was that they 
had been mislaid or lost. 

Competitive bids were obtained, 
he said, on all supplies purchased 
by the school and no payments 
were made unless the goods were 
received at the schoo! and the bills 
approved by himself. 

Green held that the number of 
employes and teachers was not ex- 
cessive inasmuch as the school 
could not expect work from its 
patients, due to their blindness. 
House employes, laundresses, house 
maids, engineers and firemen were 
employed with the understanding 
that board and lodging would be 
part of their compensation. 

As to the telephone in the ma- 
tron’s living quarters, Green ex- 
plained that it was one of two 
telephones in the institution and 
had been approved by the Board 
of Managers at one of its month- 
ly meetings. Edward J. Miller, 
president of the St. Louis Screw 
Co., is president of this board. 

“Tt don’t think it fair to cast 
reflections on the school without 
first informing either the board or 
myself,” Green said. “I am sure 
there is no institution in the State 
run as economically as this one or 
more efficiently.”

AT PUEBLO, COLO. 


St. Louisan, One of Found- 
ers of Ralston - Purina 
Co., Succumbs at 63 on 
Journey Homeward. 


HEART ATTACK 
PROBABLE CAUSE 


He Had Been Ill Two 
Months Last Winter — 
Formerly Managed Sym- 
phony. 


George R. Robinson, one of the 
founders of the Ralston Purina Co, 
and former manager of the S&t. 
Louis Symphony orchestra, died 
last night on a train at Pueblo, 
Colo., presumably of heart disease, 
while returning alone from a brief 
recreation visit at Colorado Springs. 

He had suffered from _ heart 
trouble for about a year, and for 
a time, about two months ago, was 
confined to bed at his home, Wood- 
lawn avenue and Argonne drive, 


Kirkwood, by an attack of the ail- 
ment. The rest of the time, how- 
ever, he had maintained his usual 
pursuits. 

The body was sent from Pueblo 
at noon today and will arrive in 
Kirkwood tomorrow. 

Mr, Robinson was born in S&8t. 
Louis County 63 years ago, on 
Sept. 14, 1866, and was educated 
in the public schools there. His 
first employment, at the age of 14, 
was in the auditor’s office of the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad. Four 
years later he worked for the sum- 
mer at the Antlers Hotel, Colorado 
Springs, and that autumn, 1884, he 
began two years’ employment with 
the Clark & Stuyvesant Grocery 
Co. here, For the succeeding two 
years he worked for Meyer's Feed 
Mill. 

In 1888 Mr. Robinson became 
vice president of the Andrews & 
Robinson Forage Co., having per- 
ceived the possibilities of the feed 
business. He saw the advantages 
of balanced rations for livestock 
and poultry. In 1893 he became 
one of the organizers of the Ral- 
ston-Danforth Commission Co., 
forerunner of the Ralston Purina 
Co., with William H, Danforth, 
president of Ralston Purina, 


Employes of the company, which 
now does an extensive business, 
with mills scattered about the 
country and assets exceeding $21,- 
(00,000, at first mixed feeds with 
Shovels on the floor. The com- 


pany’s Name was changed to Ral-. 


ston-Purina about 25 years ago. 

At first Mr. Robinson was pres- 
ident of the company, but later he 
was vice president. He retired 
from active participation in the 
business about 15 years ago, selling 
his common stock to a syndicate, 
but keeping a substantial block of 
preferred stock. He amassed a 
comfortable fortune from the busi- 
ness. 

After the Symphony Orchestra 
had had a succession of profes- 
sional managers, it decided to try 
a man of civic and musical inter- 
ests to conduct its business affairs, 
and employed Mr. Robinson tn Au- 
gust, 1925, at a salary reported as 
$7000 a year. He continued as 
manager until 1927. He was an 
amateur musician, playing the 
piano and organ. For many years 
he was a regular attendant at 
Symphony concerts and during its 
early existence he was an active dl- 
rector in the Municipal Theater 
Association. In 1924 he published 
expressions of disapproval of the 
previous conduct of the open-air 
theater enterprise from the artistic 
standpoint. 

Mr. Robinson was married 
1902 at Old Orchard to Miss Elsie 
H. Hewlett. Besides Mra. Robin- 
son, three sons and a daughter, 
who reside at the family home. 
survive. They are Richard, 
Rowan, Spencer and Miss Anne 
Robinson. Another daughter, Vir- 
ginia, died abroad last winter. 


Interest in the welfare of boss.

About 35 
years ago he became interested fn 
a boy who rode with him on su- 
burban trains, Woodson K. Woods.

Two workmen were drowned and 
three others were rescued when 
they fell into the Mississippi River 
this afternoon from a temporary 
tower under the new highway 
bridge, nearing completion at Chain 
of Rocks. 

The workmen were engaged in 
dismantling the steel tower when 
a supporting cable snapped, caus- 
ing the tower and the men on it 
to drop into the river. The men 
fell about 14 feet. 

Those drowned were Joe Kelly, 
27 years old, of Granite City, and 
Roy Copeland, 41, who lived on 
Spring avenuc near Dodier street, 
St. Louis. 

The rescued were Sam Horn, 38; 
Thomas Pitts, 390, and Wilbur 
Long, 32, all of Granite City. 

As a precaution against drown- 
ings, two rescue boats have been 
stationed near ihe bridge. The 
men in the boats immediately 
pulled out to the spot where the 
five workmen were struggling in 
the water. The two who drowned 
were swimming against the cur- 
rent and tired. 

One of the boats was close 
enough to touch one of the men, 
and a life belt was thrown to him, 
but he was unable to grab it. 

Inhalators were rushed to the 
scene for application to the res- 
cued men. Bodies of the drowned 
mien were not recovered.

AND A BOY 
RECOVERED 


Firemen Seek Other Vic- 
tims in Ruins of Schar- 
lott Building at 3948 
West Florissant. 


LAD DIED ON 
WAY TO HOSPITAL 


He Was Tony Henderson, 
12, of 4327 Strodtman 
Place — Others Not Iden- 
tified. 


At least four persons were killed 
this afternoon in a fireworks ex- 
plosion and fire at Secharlott’s Five- 
and-Ten-Cent store, 3948 West 
Florissant avenue. An hour after 
the blast firemen were digging in 
the ruined interior of the place 
convinced that more bodies would 
be found. 

The bodies recovered were those 
of a boy and three women. The 
boy, who died on the way to Chri-¢- 
tian Hospital, was identified as 
Tony Henderson, 12 years old, of 
4327 Strodtman place. The bodies 
of the women, charred almost be- 
yond recognition, were taken to the 
morgue. 

The explosion occurred in the 
fireworks display along the weat 
wall of the one-story building. Pas- 
sersby heard two blasts, the second 
very loud, and saw customers and 
employes rush from the store. A 
few seconds later flames were 
leaping from the doors and win- 
dows. 

Owner Tried to Go Back. 

Emil Scharilott. owner of the 
store, was one of the first to run 
out. He turned in a fire alarm at 
a nearby box and tried immediate- 
ly to,dash back into the store. Men 
seized him and dragged him to @ 
drug store across the street, where 
he broke away to dash again 
toward the store. He was seized 
and forcibly taken to his home. 

When firemen got the blaze un- 
der control, after about 15 min- 
utes, they found the interior of the 
store a smoking ruin with a huge 
heap of debris in the corner where 
the fireworks display had been. 
The bedies were found tn various 
parts of the store, one huddled in 
a corner of the baicony. 

One of the dead women appeared 
to have been about 25 or 30 years 
old, but her clothing had been 
burned off and there were no ap- 
parent marks of identification. 

The others appeared to be about 
16 years old. One wore a red dress 
and low, black shoes and the oth- 
ers clothes were burned beyond 
recognition. 

Heard Two Fx 

A. E. Feldhaua, a real estate 
dealer at 4364 Warne avente, 
whose office adjoins the rear of the 
Schariott store, sald he was at his 
desk when he heard a slight explo- 
sion followed by a loud blast. Hea 
ran out and saw Schariott running 
for the firm alarm, followed by 
others fleeing from the building. 

Feldhaus ran back to hia office, 
tossed his papers and books into 
a safe and ran to the street again. 
as flames buret from the front of 
the 10-cent store. 

Persons familiar with the store 
said it normally employed between 
49 and 60 persona, mostly women. 

A former employe said there 
were 15 counters on the ground 
floor and six In the basement. with 
a saleegirl at cach counter. 

Fireworks Shoot Into Street, 

Apparently, eye-witnesses judge.

‘FLOODWAYS AND COMPENSATION 

Judge Faris has removed an obstacle in the way, of 
flood control by refusing to let the matter of com- 
pensation for overflowed lands keep the Government 
from immediately building the set-back levee. 

Mr. Coolidge’s order instructing the army engineers 
to pay no more than 66 per cent of assessed valua- 
tion for flowage rights in individual negotiations 
was attacked by Drainage District No. 23 of Mis- 
sissippi County, Mo. The drainage district pointed 
out that only $3,000,000 bas been appropriated for 
all damage in the flood district. It demanded that 
condemnation suits to secure right of way for the 
set-back levee be dismissed unless the Government 
deposited $15,000,000 with the court to cover 
right of way and flowage rights. 

“Your figures are somewhat extravagant, 


think $15,000,000 is more than twice the assessed | 


value in Mississippi County,” Judge Faris said. 
Owners of the lands to be overflowed want their 
money now. Judge Faris ruled that if when the time

The Volstead era has produced many strange phe- 
nomena, but we think the case of John F. Anderson 
is a supreme manifestation of the madness of the 
times.

the war was just. Although Dr, Macintosh 
is admittedly qualified for citizenship in all 
other respects, his application was denied.

The Herald Tribune and the Evening Post 
of New York both take the position that 
Judge Burrows acted correctly. The Her- 
ald Tribune even ventures to argue the 
matter. The argument is simplicity itself: 
Dr. Macintosh’s position—that his con- 
science is the final arbiter of his conduct— 
is “nothing more or less than a challenge 
of the whole Anglo-Saxon principle of ma- 
jority rule.” Perhaps. But has !t occurred 
to the Herald Tribune that its position is 
nothing more or less than a challenge of the 
principle of moral responsibility? 


The Herald Tribune has undertaken to 
defend a rather broad principle when it 
asserts the absolute unconditioned suprem- 
acy of majority rule. It has undertaken 
to refute the claim of all Protestants to the 
exercise of the right of private judgment, ‘f 
all Catholics to follow the dictates of an 
instructed conscience, of al! believers in any 
church to obey what they believe to be the 
will of God, ana of the view of the un- 
churched everywhere to whom it is incred- 
idle that the final criteria of conduct should 
be the decision cf a random 61 per cent 
of any collection of persons. It will be im- 
possible, we are certain, for the Herald 
Tribune or anyone else to maintain this 
position. If a majority decreed that the 
minority should be exterminated, even the 
Herald Tribune would find that it did not 
believe in unquestioning acceptance of “the 
whole Anglo-Saxon principle of majority 
rule.” 

The Herald Tribune has fallen into the 
very common error of making an absolute 
principle out of what !s only a relative 
principle. There is no doubt that for cer- 
tain purposes majority rule is the best 
device we know, and for the most part a 
generous acquiescence in its resuits is 
necessary to the working of a modern State. 


But majority rule is not the whole of the 
Law and the Prophets, and the life of the 
modern world is much too complicated to 
be governed by any one simple rule of ac- 
tion. No doubt it would be easier to write 
judicial opinions and editorials if there was 
a simple all-embracing principle. But there 
is not. There are many principles which 
in abstract logic contradict each other. 
There is, for example, the Herald Tribune's 
principle of majority rule. There is Dr. 
Macintosh’s principle of obedience to con- 
science. The recognition that these con- 
tradictions exist is what is called toleration. 
Dealing with them successfully is a larce 
part of worldly wisdom, 

In governments that are wisely conduct- 
ed every effort is made to avoid the head-on 
collision of valid principles. It.is possit‘e 
for the most part to carry on government, 
without froning out all theoretical differ- 
ences, by compromising or adjusting the 
practical effects when they appear. No 
sensible government would do what has 
now been done: Deliberately, by a trick 
question, provoke a purely theoretical de- 
bate over whether the will of the majority 
or the will of God is to prevai] in a hypp- 
thetical case. Such debates are interesting, 
but governments ought to «void them like 
the pest. They ought not to ask elderiy 
women and superannuated professors of 
divinity whether they are prepared to sur- 
render their convictions in advance in tle 
event of a war against X. Questions f 
this sort ought not to be asked because they 
cannot be answered without starting a ¢ce- 
bate that cannot be ended.

Sport for Sport’s Sake. 


HERE is one educationa! in- 

stitution in the United States 
that cannot be accused of ex- 
ploiting sports for the advertis- 
ing it receives or for the money 
received. 

This school is the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology at 
Bosten. “Tech” has no football 
team, and therefore its sport 
finances are just one long pain 
in the pocketbook. It has been 
many years since the institute 
abandoned feotballi but during 
this time it has fostered several 
other sports, none of which can 
be considered a big money pro- 
ducer Tech's sport fame rests 
almost exciusively on tts track 
and field men and on its crews, 
both almost total losses finan- 
cially. 

Practically every other major 
school in the United States pays 
its entire sport bili out of re- 
ceipts of its football and has 
plenty to spare for new build- 
ings. stadiums, etc.
